It ought to be the easiest thing in the 


world to convince this needlessly alarm- 
ed lady that in the light of the many 
aud notable examples of mental lapses 


r experience is rather a pleasantly 


distinguishing characteristic and not n 
terrifying malady. If she has followed 
the daily papers or has read the floating 
bits of biograp ay she must have noted 
tho many strange stories of great men 
and women remarkable for their absent- 
mindedness. In fact, the preoccupation 
of the mind has led people into many 
absurd experiences and has made them 
the subjects of many oft told jests. 


But nobody would think for a moment 


of accusing such people of a marked 
tendency toward insanity or of intimat- 
._g that the brain was softening- The 
explanation would be that the mind is 
so concentrated on what happens to be 
occupying it at the moment that all 
other things are subordinated.
